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The preparations and training done so hurriedly, in thirteen days, 
were not at all sufficient to fulfill a special Mission* The ammunitions 
for the machine guns and revolvers were few* Oa account of the hurried 
time they did not even give us maps we would have used if the radio did 
not woiic* 

life were dropped (m. the Uth November 1950 at one o'clock* Instead 
of dropping us in the fixed poi^: "FUSHA e DEGSS" next to TROPOJA, the 

pilot by mistake dropped us ten kilcnaeters further from this point, in 
the forest of the village ZARISH-QAHR, We had received instructions that 
as soon as we landed we bad to signal to the pilot in order that he threw 
the material* But the pilot did not wait for the signals and threw the 
material in the darkness, without our knowing where it had fallen. The 
ammunition fell in the middle of the village ZARISH* Me looked for it in 
vain* On the next day the material was caught by the forces of the security 
and the frontier guards. On the 12th November all the people of the 
village were mobilized and with the forces of the security at their head, 
entered in the forest, to control it; happily all the forces went in the 
direction of the forest of TIK)P©JA, and we were three hours far from that 
place, approaching a kilometer near to KBUMA* We roiiained three days 
circled between KHUHA and IXAHEN* Our rescuer was a young boy of seven** 
teen, who we did not know, ISLAM LIMAHI from the village NIKOLIC, vdiose 
brother was shot three months after* * 

From there we arrived in the village KISHAJ to our friend 
CAHANI of whom we took all tbs Infoimatlons concerning the f corces ^f the 
security of KQKES* We remained fifteen days, always supplied by and 
throui^ him we contacted many people* 

Then we went to the vlllaga DOHEJ HAS to our friend ABBai RUSHITI 
who gave us enough information for what we had asked* We remained in 
the forest of DCMEJ, our suppliers were three youngsters called BAJRAM 
QAZDfl , FAZLI NEXHIJA, BZ JIM! two of them carried arms and had permits 
for tlm and were supposed to be faithful *to the service of tbs security; 
they welcomed us with open arms because at this time as we were quite new 
our propaganda was in our favor* 

Prom 0OMEJ we went to LUMA, there we went to PODBREQ to our friend 
I3UF MTFTAH HALLIACIr from there to HALIM RSIHEP I and GAFBB LmMI both 
of the village GJEGJEN* Then to the village BARBHOC to our friends ^HMET 
ISiJJU, SPLEJMAN HISEMU . AVUl LAGl . All LAGA! most of tnem ftave poait-ions 
in the gOveiTunent* 
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The payn^nts done by the gove mient to the people to survey the 
villages, winter which found us unprepared, and the misfortune that at tliat 
time were caught two of our ccmrades who were dropped with \is: SELIM hACI, 

ILJAZ TOPTANI, led us to be discovered and as the forces were on our 
traces, our friends watched; we were obliged to cross the border* 

In contact with HYSEH MSRCiUTI he assured us next to scats important 
friends as RAMADi^ VOKA. HYSEH MUJA . AflMST MIKA, but in this plac.a we were . 
discovered by an^ emi^ee called HUHI ZYLPI MAUQI* This person told the 
forces of the security of the Yugollav police, and we decided with sixteen 
other comrades to enter again in Albania# We bou^t fifteen weapons, a 
machine gun which cost us twenty gold Hapoleons, and on the l?th February 
51 at twenty hours, we left PRIZjSBM with sixteen new comrades and four of 
our team, which made a total of twenty people# We took the direction of 
the village TBEBETIC, two hours in the north of FEIZHEN; there we remained 
two days, and on the 20th February 51> a spy discovered us and warned 
the police# We were divided in two groups at seven hmdred meters far 
from one another* Thirteen of us were circled and seven out of this circle. 
The fight took place at fourteen hours, and went on until 19 hours# At 
19h bot)i giroups made the last assault, and we were safe# We headed towards 
Albania; during our journey we were shot seven times by the forces who 
had circled us } at TRESSTIC, VLASHEM, ZHUR, in the ^iry farm of ZiiUH, 
between BILUJSHA and ZfSJR, next to RESHKC, and on the border line of 
UKEHI KUQ. 

At two o'clock we crossed the border at KORITHIK, and came oub in 
the dairy farm of 6AH0H0C; ttore we spent the night# At noon we started 
fighting the Albanian Amy which bad heard the shooting which bad taken 
place> and who came out with two battalions of the security and frontier 
police# We held the fight until the evening tdthout having any losses, 
we had very good positions, and the snow gave trouble to the assaults of 
the army# At night we went down to the villages BABBHOC and QJEGJBH, 
where we took provisions by force# We arrived at PERDBREO to our friend 
ISBP MI7TAR HALLACI who gave us tow hundred kilos of maize# That night 
we had three meetings W3.th non important patrols* Then we crossed the 
river LUJHA and entered the mountains of GAUIQBC, and settled a little 
base# 

As the supplies for twenty people at the time was difficult and 
there was a danger of being discovered, we decided to divide ourselves in 
four gro psj HALIL N£RGSJ^ with four comrades for LU3MA; REYH i^RISHA 
with four comrades for LLUMA-HAHIJE as well as KATA**SUSUT1VEC; RAMADAN 
nRWKi TF.mRlNF,-Mt',RDTT! MYFTAR PLANEA for HAS. Every fortnight all had 
to meet in SASATIN e GALLIQBS. 
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On tha 24th March 51# we fixed a meeting with the group of HEXHA 
in the village 3HTIQBM, KEXHA with his group arrived three days before 
the fixed delay and was supplied by KASEM RIZVANI front SHTICJEN. On the 
other hand this man warned the security that in the place betweoa the 
villages HEXHEPE and I4UJE will come some people to take five kilos of 
flour and a goat, and giving the name of the person to whoa money had 
been given in advance, H'e sent ^AHIK ILLAZ SBEHU *^4 ^JHEL AHMET GdUTA 
both from the village of SHTIQEH with the mail for the group of MXHA 
fixing to the first of April for a meeting with all the groups in SASAT, 
The security had taken all the positions in this place, ZEJHEL and BAUIM 
knew nothing about it; when the group of REXHA approached^ three minutes 
before falling in the trap, the first shots were directed against HAHIM 
and ZEJNELj at this moment the group of SEXHA answered the fire, RAHIM 
was killed, ZEJHEL killed a lieutenant and two soldiers. On the other 
side the group of RSXHA killed throe graduates and a sargeant major and 
five soldiers. After an hour ZgJMBL was killed. A big operation took 
place after the fight, Tha security knew that NERGUII had a big group. 

Our teams were scattered in different directions. The security did not 
know from where to atari; , HAMAQAN C0f£ and his group left for HIROIT^ 
when they came in the neighborhood of KHDJA, a comrade of their group fell 
very sick; thsi was HYSSH VAKA, frcn SHTI(^. His other coarades decided 
to regain next to one of their friends, and fixed the date for RAMADAN to 
come and fetch them. The two ccmrades who accompanied the ill men made 
indirect contacts with the security in order to put in a trap RAMADAN C£NS 
and his comrades. They gave up the ill man of whom we have no notice 
until now. The two other comrades were dressed up In military uniforms and 
sent on the traces of RAMADAN and his group. While they were on the 
traces of RAMADAN^ and not in the fixed ;dACo for the appointment « RAI4ADAN 
understood he was betrayed and went to SURRAtT, He then continued to roam 
in the mountains for three months always fighting and specially looking 
for the traitors. After a certain period of time he leamt that HTSEN 
ami his two comrades had been Judged and condemned. 

After so Icmg months of activity without means, without any sign 
frcHs the center, not even a bullet, the friends to whoa we went were very 
demoralized cause they saw no signs of help, Me had fourtem killed and 
another winter came* Inspite of this we are expecting Spring and will 
go on with our fi#it, hofing that this time you will give us some sign 
of life.

In Albania the armed forces are of three divisions: 

Division I: with the military staff in Tirana 

Division V: with a military staff in GJINOCASTEli 

Division IX: with its military staff in KO^HA 

After those diwislona called Divisions of Assault, there is 
another di^dion called lAutonom Division, with its military staff in 
SCUTARI, which works in the radius of; 3CUTARI, KUQES, DIBER, SLBASAN; 
all this is for the security of the Tugoslav frontier* 

There is a brigade called Coastal Brigade which works to the radius 
of DURAZZO, SAHTI QUABANTA, SAN GIOVANNI DO iffiDUA, VALOHA.

In FUSHEN e KOLSHIT are vary beautiful casema where there is 
a military regimentj there ai^ also three hundred reservist soldiers of 
two months service ,n These three hundred are always there for military 
works and for the trenches/ 

The Coromatitier of this regiment is BULNAS BSQIRI . from VALONA* 

The Commissar is NURSDIN lilSHA. f rom POGHADEC (KORCHA), 

This regiment has three infantry battalions and one group of 
at^Uery, three autonom regimental platoons of each amt (Me team of 
liaison, one of enquiry, and an automatic platoon* This composition goes 
with each battalion* 

They have eight Russian canon calib* 75/13 mm* 

Mortars, Russian type: 75 mm» 

Tchak machine guns, anti-aircraft B6 in this regiment with a 
range of three kilometers* 

The artillery group has two hundred and fifty horses and mules*

Each of these stations has from twenty five to thirty five 
soldiers according to the place and movements on the frontier* This 
regiment has done all the trenches, client fortifications in the direction 
of the frontier* 

ALL THbJ ABOVE HEHTIOfffiD FORMS THE AUTONOM REGIMENT OF KUKES, 

Besides this regiment there is ailso a special brigade. The staff of this 
brigade is in BIGAJ. The commander is a mjor operating under a false name. 
This brigade goes everywnere aad its duly ia lo all aiovcmcrits that 

may occur. It is at the disposal of the security of KUKES. They have 
requisitioned fourteen houses, two mosques, and the former building of the 
sub-prefecture. The brigade is lead by SHSFQET PECl who often cotss to BIGAJ 
and gives instructions. He is at the same time the deputy of the prefecture 
of KUKES.
